from aircralt to van is started. 1 he arrangement siiall con¬ 
tinue till the transfer is completed and the van duly locked 
leaves the site; 

No smoking oi use ol naked light shall be permitted within 
the cordoned area, and; 

6. the vans carrying above explosives shall proceed to the 
storage magazines licensed under the Explosives Rules, 1983, 
and no undue delay shall be made on the way and all relevant 
rules and local regulations shall be observed duiing the 
transport.
